Irish rector hopes to be ‘agent of reconciliation’ —

BONITA — A strong witness to ecumenism can be 
found here at Good Shepherd Episcopal Church where 
Catholic Masses are sometimes held and the Irish rector 
promotes a Catholic-run ecumenical prison ministry in 
Ireland. 

When the réctor, Father Francis Maguire, heard that a 
new Catholic parish had been formed in Bonita, he 
invited its pastor to use his Episcopal church building for 
Masses. Corpus Christi Catholic parish now meets at 
Good Shepherd Church for Masses on Holy Days of 
Obligation, Saturday vigils and weekdays. 

HIS PARISHIONERS do not object to the 
arrangement, because.‘“There’s not a political division 
here, so you don’t have the same problem,’’ he said, 
alluding to Ireland. 

Father Maguire was born in Belfast, where his mother 
still resides. He grew up in a strongly Protestant, Unionist

Four church-state issues will be heard

WASHINGTON (NC) — Church-state questions are 
at issue in four cases that the U.S. Supreme Court has 
agreed to hear this term. 

On Oct. 1, the first day of its new term, the court 
agreed to consider a Nebraska woman’s religious 
objections to having her photograph on a driver’s license. 

The court already had accepted three other church- 
state cases. The cases, taken last term for consideration 
this term, are: 


e An Alabama case. on the constitutionality of 
setting aside a ‘‘moment of silence’’ in public schools for 
voluntary prayer or meditation. 

e A Grand Rapids, Mich., case on _ the 
constitutionality of sending public school teachers into 
parochial schools to provide non-sectarian enrichment 
and remedial. classes. S 

e A Connecticut case on a law requiring employers 
to give religiously observant employees a day off ‘on the 
Sabbath. 


Other possible cases which the court had not yet 
decided whether to take were a New York case similar to 
the Grand Rapids one and a New York case over nativity 
scene displays on public property. 


The church-state questions that the court plans to hear 
oral arguments on this term are expected to fix more 
clearly what the court meant last March when it said that 
the Constitution ‘‘affirmatively mandates 
accommodation, not merely tolerance, of all religions and 
forbids hostility toward any.”’ 


THOSE WORDS came in a court decision stating that 
the city of Pawtucket, R.I., could sponsor a nativity scene 
at Christmas without unconstitutionally establishing 
religion. The opinion in that decision was seen by many 
observers as a potentially significant modification of the 
tests established by the Supreme Court in 1971 to limit 
the ways government could relate constitutionally to 
religious institutions. 


Those tests. hold that the activities in question’ must 
have a secular purpose, their primary effect must be 
neither to advance nor to inhibit religion and they must 
not lead to excessive entanglement between church and 
State. 


The accommodation language was cited by the U.S. 
Catholic Conference’s general counsel in an: ‘‘amicus 
curiae’’ (friend:of the court) brief in May asking the 
Supreme Court to uphold the state-supported teaching of 
secular subjects to parochial school children in Grand 
Rapids.

RENEW theme explored 
by Valley residents

EL CENTRO — About 400 people from 12 parishes 
poured into this Imperial Valley town Oct. 6 to explore 
this fall’s RENEW theme, Empowerment by the Spirit. 
The fifth annual Imperial Valley Congress, dubbed 
“‘Festival of Faith,’’ was held at Central Union High 
School and featured speakers and activities for all ages. 


Keynote addresses on the RENEW theme were given 
simultaneously, in English by Jesuit Father Allen Deck, 
director of Hispanic affairs for the Diocese of Orange, 
and in Spanish by Father Virgilio Elizondo, STD, 
director of the Mexican-American Cultural Center in San 
Antonio, Texas. 


‘““RELIGION IS an outward. expression of inner 
faith,’ Father Deck said. He cautioned against the 
tendency to overemphasize the ‘“‘external trappings’’ of 
religion, which can become a substitute for faith. 


Sacraments and the Church are concrete media needed 
for expressing faith, he said. Because the Church is 
visible, ‘‘It is subject to imperfections and problems,”’’ but 
as Church, we should be ‘‘sign’s of God’s love and care,”’ 
the Jesuit said. 


He explained how RENEW nourishes faith. Using 
scripture for meditation and prayer ‘‘helps us understand 
the meaning of events in our lives.’’ Because God’s word 
penetrates us most forcefully in community, he said, 
“‘parishes must become communities and not gatherings 
of strangers uncomfortable when extending the greeting 
of peace during Mass. 


HEARING TESTIMONIES of God working in the 


-lives of other lay people also strengthens faith, he said, 


citing Cursillos in Christianity, Marriage Encounter and 
charismatic renewal as movements in which members 


~ give’such testimonies. He encouraged listeners to share in 


small group RENEW meetings their spiritual failures and 
successes so God’s power can take over as it did in St. 
Paul’s weaknesses. 


Being empowered by the Spirit enables us ‘‘to make 
great sacrifices in serving others,’’ he said. 


Participants were divided into small groups to discuss 
questions related to keynote talks. A spokesperson from 
each group summarized the discussion for the assembly. 


MEANWHILE, ABOUT 50 students from ages 15 to 
22 heard Susan Erzinger, youth minister from St. Mary 
Magdalene parish in San Diego, challenge them to 
compare their loyalty to Jesus with that of the Christians 
persecuted during the first century. In small groups they 
identified Jesus’ message from a Gosepl account of His 
life. 


Younger pupils were engaged at four different 
activities, depending on their age level. 


While first and second graders watched films presented 
by Sister Patricia Crother, CSJ, diocesan media center 
director, third and fourth graders were following 
guitarists and song leaders in singing and acting out lyrics 
from religious music. Fifth and sixth graders clapped and 
sang with teenage “‘Awakenistas’’ dressed as clowns. 

IN ANOTHER room, seventh and eighth graders 
decorated a RENEW banner to be carried in the entrance 
procession for the closing Mass. 

Eight priests concelebrated the Sacrifice of the Mass 
with Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, whose homily in English 
followed Father Deck’s sermon in Spanish. 

“‘We must be converted to produce fruits of fidelity, 
love and justice in our families, in our communities and 


_ in our state,’’ Bishop Chavez said. Just as Junipero Serra 


converted 6,000 natives in the vineyard of California, so 
we must struggle to reclaim this state for the Lord, he 
said. 


THE MASS included elements that make the Valley

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Recently beatified Brother has cousin here

When Therese Rhea was growing up her mother often 
said, ‘“There’s going to be a saint in the family.’’ At the 
time, the prediction did not thrill: Rhea, but she is 
considerably prouder now that her second cousin has been 
beatified. 


Rhea, a parishioner of St. John the Evangelist Church, 
is related to Passionist Brother Isidore de Loor, who was 
beatified Sept. 30 by Pope John Paul II. 


BLESSED ISIDORE was born April 18, 1881 in 
Belgium and died of cancer at the Passionist monastery at 
Kortijk, Oct. 6, 1916. 


He was a brother just nine years. 


The day he was beatified a Mass was offered in his 
honor at Rhea’s parish, she said. 


BROTHER DE Loor’s mother and Rhea’s 
grandmother were sisters in Belgium, Rhea said. Family 
stories about the man abounded. 

‘He loved to stick little girls’ hair in the inkwell,’’ she 
said. On a more serious note, his religious conviction was 
well-chronicled in family lore, Rhea added. 


‘“‘From what my mother said, he was a very humble 
person. He loved the Religious life.’” He was so humble, 
she said, that he asked permission to die. 


BEFORE HE became a Religious, he used to rise early 
to finish chores on the family farm and then walked to St. 
Gillis Waas Church to serve at Mass. 


Brother de Loor used to think canonization was silly, 
his second cousin said. He thought that “‘as long as you 
are close to God and can be with God (after death), that’s 
all that matters,’’ Rhea:said. 

‘‘He was always concerned with people’s welfare. 
What can you say? I guess he was a saint before he passed 
away,’’ she added. 


Former San Diegan to rock

Tom Franzak, a contemporary recording artist who 
was led back into the Catholic faith by monks at the 
Prince of Peace Abbey in Oceanside, will bring his band 
to the San Diego area for two coming youth events. 

His first performance, slated for Oct. 20 at Our Lady of 
Grace Auditorium in El Cajon, is co-sponsored by the 
Office of Youth Ministries and the Diocesan Charismatic 
Renewal Center. The second show is set for December’s 
diocesan Catholic charismatic conference. 

THE PERFORMANCE by the Myrrh Records’ 
singer-songwriter is the result of two local Catholics’ 
desires to reach youth. 

Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, newly appointed 
director of thé diocesan youth office, was sitting at the 
beach one day when he noticed many young people there 
had miniature tape players with headphones. It struck 
him that music could be used to bring the Gospel message 
to more youth. 


Meanwhile, David Leon, chairman of this year’s 
charismatic conference in San Diego, was praying for a 
way to involve more young people in the three-day event, 
Nov. 30-Dec. 2. 

MUSIC, HE decided, might be the key. “‘I didn’t 
want rock music,’’ Leon said, explaining that his 
involvement with acid rock in the ’60s convinced him that 
a large percentage of hard rock music does not support 
Christian principles. 


He contacted Spirit Alive, a low-key contemporary | 


group that performs at many Catholic events. A member 
of Spirit Alive told Leon to consider soft-rocker Tom 
Franzak, whom the member thought would be more 
appropriate for a youth rally. 


Leon agreed to pray and think about it. He called back 
and said he really wanted Spirit Alive. The spokesman 
asked him to give the Franzak idea one more week of 
prayer and reflection. He listened to Franzak’s album 
Walk the Talk and its Christian lyrics. 


“(IT HAD to quit feeling the Lord can’t use at least some 
contemporary artists,’’ Leon admitted. 


He and Father Kaicher agreed to work together on the 
Oct. 20 youth rally. Father Kaicher will use the event to 
introduce himself to area youth and Leon will be allowed 
to distribute information about the youth sessions of 
“Come, Lord Jesus: Reign in Our Hearts,’’ the 
charismatic conference. 


Franzak, who hails from Nazareth, Pa., moved to 
California to succeed in the secular music business. His 
band, High Tide, played at Sea World’s Atlantis 
restaurant and at the Butterfield Saloon at the Sheraton 
(Harbor Island Hotel). He sang lead vocals for radio and 
televison commercials with Peter’s Productions and 
California Music of San Diego. 


HE HAD been drifting from his Catholic upbringing 
for some time, a spokeswoman for Franzak said, but 
gently was led back into the faith by the monks at Prince 
of Peace Abbey (which at the time was called St. Charles 
“*Priory) in Oceanside. 


WHEN PEOPLE discover Rhea is related to a Blessed 
Isidore, ‘“Fhey say I’ve got an ‘in’ to get me into heaven. 
I say ‘I think he’s going to leave me on my own.’ ”’ 


Rhea believes, though, that her second cousin has 
already helped her with an illness. A doctor’s diagnosis 
made 20 years ago indicated she had cancer and a one-in- 
three chance of living. 


Rhea’s aunt made a novena for her intention at a 
shrine to then-Venerable Isidore in Belgium. 


SHORTLY AFTERWARD, Rhea’s cancer 
‘‘disappeared,’’ she said. 


‘‘He seems to work for cancer.. He’s surely made a 
change in my life,’’ she said. 


She thinks he guided her to serve the poor in Baja 
California, which she does through a Passionist-run 
organization called Aid to Baja California. She takes 
food, rosaries from St. John’s Rosary Makers and 
blankets made by a fellow parishioner to the poor in the 
hills south of the border, she said. 


_ANOTHER LOCAL link to the recently beatified 
brother can be found in Irene DeZaeytyd-Ottevaere of 
Melden, Belgium. Father Mark Medaer, pastor of St. 
Peter Church in Fallbrook, related the following story to 
Southern Cross. 


Irene is a sister-in-law of Msgr. Albert DeZaeytyd, a 
priest of this diocese. (The monsignor recently retired to 
the family farm in Belgium.) 


Two miracles must be documented and credited to a 
person for them to be beatified; one of the miracles 
ascribed to Blessed de Loor happened to Mrs. 
DeZaeytyd. 


IN APRIL 1953, Irene, who was pregnant with her 
fifth child, became seriously ill. After wrongly diagnosing 
the woman with influenza, doctors concluded she had

His Walk That Talk album features straightforward 


rock ’n’ roll and mixes uptempo songs with subdued 
ballads. 


ALL THE songs have clearly Christian lyrics. In Just 
Passing Through the former San Diegan sings ‘“‘I’m a 
pilgrim on earth, I’m just passing through. My eyes on 
the finish in all that I do. Build up the kingdom, lift up all 
men...on my way to the Father in Heaven. Amen.”’

Jesuit Father Pedro Arrupe anticipated much of the Vatican’s 
recent instruction on liberation theology in a letter he wrote four 
years ago on the use of Marxist analysis by Christians. In my 
opinion, his is the more impressive and credible treatment. 


The letter by Father Arrupe, then the Jesuit superior general, 
was sent to Jesuit superiors in Latin America, who had sought his 
counsel in dealing with the subject of ‘‘Marxist analysis.’’ 


It contained a series of tightly knit, carefully nuanced warnings 
against the Marxist understanding of man and history and the 
Marxist strategy of class warfare. 


‘‘Although Marxist social analysis,’’ he wrote, “‘does not 
directly imply acceptance of Marxist philosophy as a whole — 
and still less of dialectical materialism as such — as it is normally 
understood, it implies in fact a concept of human history in 


contradiction to the Christian view of man and society and | 


leading to strategies which threaten Christian values and 
attitudes.... 


‘To adopt therefore not just some elements or some 
methodological insights, but Marxist analysis as a whole, is 
something we cannot accept.”’ 


Father Arrupe and the Vatican document reached almost 
identical conclusions. But his letter is better written and reflects a 
more sophisticated awareness of the political situation in Latin 
America. 


The Vatican document dealt exclusively with the danger of 
uncritical use of Marxist analysis and other Marxist categories. 
Father Arrupe, on the other hand, urged Jesuits to be as critical 
of other ideologies and worldviews. 


‘‘Marxist analysis is not unique in being affected by 
ideological or philosophical presuppositions that have permeated 
its system,’’ he noted. “‘In particular,’’ he said, ‘‘the type of 
social analysis used in the liberal (capitalist) world today implies 
an individualistic and materialistic vision of life that is 
destructive of Christian values and attitudes.”’ 


Father Arrupe warned that Christians should take a critical 
attitude in using elements of social analysis of whatever type, 
“*trying always to purify them before selecting what genuinely 
helps us understand and describe without prejudice existing 
reality.’’ They should be guided by the criteria of the Gospel, not 
by ideologies incompatible with it, he said. 

He also warned against those who would use ‘‘our reservations 
about Marxist analysis in order to condemn as Marxist or 
communist,’’ authentic Christian social reformers. The Vatican 
instruction is weaker on this point. 


Although the Vatican document says disapproval of some 
forms of liberation theology must not be taken as approval of 
those ‘‘who keep the poor in misery, who profit from that misery, 
who notice it while doing nothing about it or who remain 
indifferent to it,’’ it stops short of condemning those who attack 
committed Christian critics of the status quo as Marxists. 


It also fails to criticize the capitalistic or individualistic 
ideology of those responsible in large part for keeping the poor of 
Latin America in misery. 


These differences are significant. 


It is likely that, despite its strong criticism of economic 
injustice and political oppression in Latin America and its 
emphasis on the need for Christians to respond to these evils, the 
Vatican document will be used by Latin American conservatives 
— and even some in the United States — to condemn orthodox 
social reformers. 


In addition, many who defend the status quo in Latin America 
— and the United States — are loath to admit that all ideologies, 
including their own, must undergo the same kind of critical 
analysis applied to Marxism.

Clarification 


This letter is written in an attempt to 
clarify your article on juvenile 
prostitution which appeared on the front 
page of the Southern Cross. 


It has not yet been determined who will 
operate the Storefront Service 
Component of Project CAASE. Because 
of the extent of services to be offered it 
continues to be planned jointly by the 
executive directors of the coalition. 
According to the local research currently 
being gathered by San Diego Youth and 
Community Services, the best location for 
it is the downtown San Diego area or El 
Cajon Boulevard. All youth would have 
access to these services, including those in 
foster care. We are hoping for a site to be 
donated to offer these necessary services. 


According to San Diego Youth and 
Community Services, who is the only 
agency handling the Street Outreach 
Component of the program, developing 
trust with this population is a major 
concern. Many of these kids have been 
physically and sexually abused by their 
parents or other family members which 
contributes to the problem they have with 
trusting adults. A similar program in 
Seattle estimates that it takes 
approximately six months for outreach 
teams to establish a relationship to assist 
the youth into entering the various 
program phases toward their 
rehabilitation. Liz Goldsmith, executive 
director of San Diego Youth and 
Community Services estimates that the 
time span in San Diego is close to six 
weeks. Since Hartson House is not due to 
open until December we have an 
immediate need for foster homes. 


Also, it is important to mention that the 
United Methodist Urban Ministries have 
contributed $4,400 to the outreach effort 
and is currently making efforts to collect 
clothes and food.

Icing on the wedding cake 


Half a century ago I was so afraid of Catholics that I always 
walked on the far side of the street when I had to pass St. Francis’ 
Church and parochial school while on my way to my own public 
elementary school in Oklahoma. I have never been able to 
uncover a rationale for that childhood aberration, but it was real 
at the time. 


Later, I began to wonder what strange quirk of fate had 
decreed that the McEvoys, with their obvious roots in the auld 
sod of Ireland, had become Protestants. 


Just a few years ago I believe I chanced upon the answer. 
During the potato famine, the ‘‘Great Hunger,’’ when millions 
of the Irish died of starvation, and millions of others migrated to 
America, it was only the potatoes which were diseased. The other 
crops, the corn, the barley and the rye were the'cash crops taken 
by the British. They left only the blighted potatoes for the Irish. 


But the Church of England (Protestant) was not without 
compassion. They established soup kitchens for the starving 
multitudes. The only stipulation was that you had to convert to 
Protestantism to qualify for a meal. 


That is the precise point, I am sure, at which my branch of the 
McEvoy clan became Protestant. We have always been a family 


that put food before faith. We never were the stuff that martyrs — 


are made of. So be it. 


But the wheel keeps turning, and that is what this narrative is 
all about. My youngest son married a lovely and loving young 
woman of the Catholic faith. The wedding was in the Catholic 
Church. The happy couple plans to raise their children according 
to Catholic teachings and faith. 


My great-grandparents may have taken a different path, but 
my grandchildren will be back in the fold. I could not be happier 
with this turn of events. 


To add a special icing to the (wedding) cake, the Archdiocese 
of New Jersey had granted a dispensation permitting me, a 
Protestant, the privilege of officiating at the ceremony with the 
full blessing of the Church. 


How’s that for a story of progress? It is certainly an indication 
of considerable growth and maturity from both sides. That little 
kid who crossed the street to avoid St. Francis’ in Tulsa has sure 
been through a radical transformation. On the other hand, who 
could ever have predicted back then this kind of flexibility and 
generosity of spirit by the Church? 


I hope this personal pilgrimage is a predictive parable of things 
to come for the whole world.

“You also have an opportunity to help each other find new 
and effective ways of bearing a common witness appropriate to 
your own situations, always impelled by the sense of the special 
eee which Europe has before the rest of the world,’’ he 
said. 

The Riva del Garda meeting included the 40 Catholic bishops 
who compose the Council of Episcopal Conferences of Europe 
and 40 representatives of the Council of European Churches.

Is God the ultimate ‘master card?’ 


Glancing through a Catholic periodical the other day, I 
was struck by the number of articles on prayer and how to 
pray. On my library shelves there are dozens of books on 
prayer. I wondered whether in this vocal age, we are 
talking and reading and writing too much on prayer and 
praying too little? 

Ever since the apostles asked Jesus to teach them to 
pray, we have been talking about prayer and how to do it. 
Sometimes it seems as if the way we pray and what we get 
out of it personally becomes more important than prayer 
itself. When you come right down to it, prayer is no more 
than talking to God and — as we do with all those we love 
— telling Him how much He means to us and how 
grateful we are for His love and understanding. That we 
ask for help and favor from time to time is ancillary to the 
main purpose of our prayer — at least, it is if we perceive 
our part in the relationship as reciprocal, giving in 
response for what we have received, rather than one-sided 
receiving. 


WE ARE sometimes. tempted to treat God as a 
universal credit card with an unlimited ceiling on which 
we need only make minimal payments on a regular basis, 
such as attending Mass each Sunday and ‘‘remembering 
Him’? from time to time, while keeping our ‘‘want list” 
up-to-date! Even when we become spiritually more 
ambitious and demanding, there is still the insidious urge 
for personal gratification. 


Talks with Parents

We may read the great mystics and become fired with 
the idea of moving more deeply into prayer, which is all 
well and good, but we need to discern whether we are 
longing for closer contact with God for love of Him or 
from the desire to achieve the Gold Medal among 
spiritual athletes. We may be turned-on by ‘“‘born again”’ 
Christians and want the experience for ourselves, but it is 
always wise to stand back from the experience a little and 
try to gauge why we want it for ourselves and whether 
through it we become more conscious of our praying or 
more aware of the presence of God. 


We enter into the prayer of reciprocal loving in 
different ways. Sometimes it is envy of the transcending 
experiences others report or record and a longing to know 
God as they do. Then we start out in pursuit of true union 
with Him in prayer which God will bless, one way or 
another. Sometimes God grows impatient with us and 
propels us into an encounter with Him that sends us 
trembling into prayer because we cannot help ourselves. 
Either way, it is He who must be the focal point, not our 
spiritual expertise or proficiency. 


IF JESUS thought that all His apostles needed to pray 
as He taught in the Lord’s Prayer, why do we so 
consistently try to second guess Him? What He said, in 
effect, was, when you pray, go to God as your father, 
mindful that He is the only Holy One and that His 
kingdom of peace, love and forgiveness is the goal of all 


creation and it is your responsibility to make it a reality in 
your lives and your world; know that He is aware of your 
needs and will fulfill them and forgive any abuse of His 
love in the expectation that you also fulfill the needs of 
others and forgive their abuse of you. 


Christian prayer is more a life style or a mindset than 
words to say and techniques to try. Many people who 
have never heard of unitive or intuitive prayer manage to 
achieve it by living their lives in gratitude to God for His 
love. Many who will never be considered spiritual giants 
of the Church nevertheless know God as an intimate 
friend and lover in whom they live, breathe and have their 
being. 

We may come to unitive prayer through study and 
practice; we may also come to it through a God-initiated 
unitive experience that takes us so far beyond ourselves 
that we are not really aware of praying. Then we may 
pray as the Psalmists did, seeing God in all things, 
recognizing that the elements of the earth praise and 
glorify Him in their difference — as do the creatures He 
has formed of Himself, acknowledging His invincible, 
loving power over us and all things. 

BUT WE will come to all this in God’s good time and 
at His initiative, so we might as well cease talking about 
prayer and worrying on what ‘‘level’’ we stand and think 
about Him, wait for Him and do what we can to bring 
His Kingdom to reality where we are — and speak to 
Him often in love and thanksgiving. 


Boards, councils and other forms of purgatory 


I received a letter recently from a peace and justice 
organization which I admire and support asking me to go 
on an advisory board they are establishing. I thanked 
them for inviting me and saying nice things about why 
they wanted me. 


Then I turned down the invitation saying, ‘‘Be grateful 


I am regretting. Past experience has shown that I am not 


a good board member.”’ 

IT’S TRUE. Some people are made for councils and 
commissions; others are not. I place myself in the latter 
category. I am an action-oriented person and it drives me 
crazy to sit and talk endlessly about an issue without 
having any power to make a decision and move on. 


In our age of consensus, democracy can run amok as 
each person reflects verbally on each issue and little action 
results. I recall a parish board several ago where for one 
full year, members discussed a thorny parking lot issue 
without ever resolving it. 

I’m not questioning the need for parish councils, school 
boards, and family life commissions or the good people 
who give years of their lives to them. On the contrary, one 
of the reasons I am writing this column is to pay tribute to 
people who have a lot more patience and skills than I do. I

just wish I could be one of them but I’m not and, after 
many years of sitting on boards, I’ve come to accept my 
shortcomings. 

IN THE time I’ve spent on bishops’ commissions 
alone, I could have written a book. In recent years, I’ve 
served on a local cable television board, a retreat center 
board and a parenting education board as well. With 
great relief, I have divested myself from all of them. 


Thank God, we have people unlike me. What are the 
characteristics of a good board member? Most 
fundamental is their willingness to give their time. They 
see their roles and the organization as important and 
don’t resent the countless hours they must give. 


Each board spawns untold committees on which 
members are expected to serve. So what starts out as a 
monthly meeting soon becomes weekly meetings as well. 
It doesn’t take long for board voluntarism to become a 
part-time job. 

SECONDLY, A good board member must be willing 
to study, read, reflect and listen for hours without visible 
results. The boards I sat on were usually labelled 
‘‘advisory’? boards, which means that those in charge 
don’t‘have to take the advice, which can be frustrating. 


This is particularly true of church-related councils and 
commissions. I sat on a church board once that developed 
a detailed child care plan only to have it dismissed by the 


"pastor as unworkable. Whether it was, we will never 


know because it was never tried, even though 
parishioners had identified it as a top need. 


These rubber-stamp board members. quickly realize 
they are listened to and valued only when they feed into 
already determined administrative decisons, whether it’s 
church-, corporation- or school-related. 


A THIRD trait of a good board member lies in his or 
her ability to see all sides of an issue and be sensitive to all 
kinds of attitudes operating within its membership. What 
seems right is not always feasible or popular. What is 
needed may require money that is unavailable. 
Consensus often bumps into politics and there are politics 
in every institution. 


Finally, a good member has to work tirelessly with little 
thanks. And it is here I want to thank all those good board 
members, especially those tireless parish council members 
who inherit ‘more complaints than gratitude. They serve 
us well and wholeheartedly and for them, we should thank 
God — and them — daily. 


Popular devotions recalled 


It is worth remembering that many of the rubrics of the 
old pre-Vatican II Mass, the number of blessings, signs of 
the cross, genuflections, had their root in class distinctions 
in the Church. In the 12th century there had come to be a 
widening gap between monk and priest, monk and monk, 
and both with laity. 

It was summed up in the writing of one priest of that 
day: ‘‘Just as within the walls of a church, clerics have 
their own place and function and laymen theirs, so also 
outside church they ought to be known and kept separate 
by their duties.’’ ; 


YET ANOTHER wrote: ‘‘Light differs from darkness 
no less than~the priestly order differs from the laity.”’ 
(Guess who was in the dark. The priest saw his job to 
bring light to the lay folk.) But instead of one group 
complementing the other, they ended up in opposition, 
particularly in the Mass. 


The priest said Mass far away from the people in the 
church, separated by a wide sanctuary and screen, in a 
foreign (that is, to the laity) language — Latin. Still, some 
knew the laymen had to get involved. One answer. was by 
paintings and sculpture; people could look at these while 
Mass was being said. : 


Another was ornate vestments, to enchant the vision. 
In time there also came the ritual gestures, bows and 


genuflections to distract the people gazing about the 
church and. contemplating Bible stories and saints’ lives 
depicted in the windows and in the statues. 


SUBSEQUENTLY THERE arose the new anti- 
establishment movements, to give laity some attention. 
These were anti-sacramental, anti-liturgical. One 
reaction to these was through the work of the Friars, who 
provided popular devotions, pilgrimages to the shrines of 
saints and prayers to the saints not contained within the 
Mass. 


If the sung Psalms of the Divine Office was monks’ 
work, not for the laymen, then they came up with 
pilgrimage hymns praising the deeds and virtues of their 
special saint. These popular exercises sustained the faith 
of the common folk, in a different, non-liturgical way, but 
which did stop leakage from the Church. 

(Recent cultural studies of Ireland in the 19th century 
reflect a similar development. Because English law 
persecuted liturgical services, the people were invited to 
partake of devotions. One result was the rosary which 
became a link with the sacraments.) 

AFTER VATICAN II, many people said the “‘new’ 
Mass was sterile. Liturgists pooh-poohed devotion to the 
saints as unworthy and even not Catholic. Was it any 
wonder that in recent years we saw the drift of many 


Catholics to ‘‘Full Gospel’’ churches and fellowship 
gatherings? They went there to satisfy their need for some 


warmth, some sense of participation and some belonging | 


by way of the religious services. 


Now comes a commentary from two offices of the 
American bishops, the one for liturgy and the other for 
priestly formation. They noted recently that one problem 
in seminaries today comes from difficulties in tying 
together the liturgical and the personal devotional aspects 
of the prayer life of the seminarian. The pressures on the 
seminary to teach better liturgy have placed all emphasis 
on worship only in that way. So devotional services in 
churches have become minimized because new priests are 
not attuned to them. The archbishop of Washington, 
D.C. recently said that he was shocked to know that his 
seminarians upon ordination did not even know how to 
conduct Benediction services. 


Now there is a return to devotions. Italian parishes 
have held on to the all-year-round St. Anthony novenas. 
Ethnic congregations continue to have devotions to Our 
Lady in May and October. Pilgrimages are attracting 
people to local shrines. The Forty Hours devotions, once 
resulting in packed churches, then reduced to a mere one- 
evening affair, is returning with emphasis on Eucharistic 
piety (hymns, processions).

He came here in 1954 hoping to leave Ireland totally 
behind. He married an American and became a U.S. 
citizen. ‘‘I lived here for years shutting Ireland out of my 
mind pretty successfully,’’ he said. 


FATHER MAGUIRE played down his connection 
with Ireland if anyone pursued the subject. He was ‘‘cold 
and clinical’? when asked about the political situation 
there. 


As an American cleric he was deeply interested in 
ecumenism. ‘‘T discovered I could have fellowship with 
them as fellow Christians,’’ Father Maguire said. ‘In a 
certain sense I thought that was the end of the story.”’ 


When his father died in 1978 he went home. During 
that trip he visited a Christian renewal center and 
attended a prayer meeting where equal numbers of 
Catholics and Protestants prayed and sang together. 


HE WAS “‘impressed’’ with the situation and decided 
he wanted ‘‘to be an agent some way in. this 
are g y 

reconciliation. ”’ 


Father Maguire returned to the United States with a 
renewed interest in his country. He read Irish history to 
find out why people felt as they do. 


Gradually, Father Maguire began to feel that his 
attitudes needed changing. 


THEN, IN 1979, he visited his mother again. He met 
with prison chaplains in Belfast, including Father Neal 
Carlin. He was impressed with the Roman Catholc 
priest’s realism. ‘‘If his head was in the clouds, his feet 
were on the ground...He was very practical,’’ Father 
Maguire remembered. 


After returning to the United States, he read an 
interview with a Roman Catholic priest who was angry 
and bitter with the treatment of Catholics in Northern 
Ireland. 


The priest was asked why, with all his bitterness, he did 
not react violently. He said he could not opt for violence, 
“‘because I am a Christian.”’ 


“I BEGAN to feel the depth of his pain — the pain, not 
of ‘one of the other kind,’ but that of another 
Christian,’’ Father Maguire said. 


He wrote about his feelings in a letter to the Catholic 
priest, but set it aside. Then, on Good Friday, 1982, the 
idea to mail the letter resurfaced. He mailed it and 
received a warm reply. 

“It made a very deep change in me,’’ Father Maguire 
said. 

IN 1982 he was reminded of Father Carlin when he 
returned to the ecumenical renewal center in Ireland. 
Father Maguire found a flyer there describing Columba 
House, a newly formed community run by Father Carlin. 


The main aim of Columba House is to minister to those 
incarcerated in the Maze and Magilligan prisons. The 
house is an inter-denominational group run by Catholics. 

This March he visited Columba House and met Father 
Carlin again and some of the community members, 
including Liam McCloskey, a former hunger striker. 

MCCLOSKEY TOLD the Episcopal priest about his 
time in jail and how he became an avid reader of the 
Bible. The man, sentenced to 10 years in prison, also 
began to pray and to reject violence as a means of dealing 
with the ‘“‘troubles’’ in Northern Ireland.

The conversion of spirit in McCloskey led a Protestant 
paramilitary also in prison to accept the Lord and His 
ways, Father Maguire said. 


Columba House is ‘‘concerned with healing and 
injustice,’ Father Maguire said. Reconciliation and 
healing are the only solutions to the ‘‘irrational fear’ of 
Protestants or the ‘‘hurt’’ of Catholics, he added. 


HE DOESN’T expect widespread support for his 
solution, he said, because ‘‘It’s not quick — that’s the 
only thing.’’ 

Because Columba House is dedicated to being as 
unprejudiced as possible and has ‘‘a depth of 
understanding”’ of the realities of life in Ireland, Father 
Maguire said, he works to publicize the group in the 
United States. 


He recently hosted Father Carlin’s U.S. visit. The 
priest spoke to two groups in San Diego, including one at 
St. Columba Church in Serra Mesa. 


BESIDES PROMOTING Columba House, he hopes 
to help others recognize ‘‘the truth is not as simple as 
people make it out’’ and that the situation is not ‘‘quite as 
comfortable as people want it to be.”’ 

“T think some Irish-Americans terribly misunderstand 
the issues,’’ Father Maguire said. Slogans like Brits Out 
“fail to grasp Protestant intransigence against Irish 
unification,’’ the cleric added. 


A “‘crucial’’ and ‘‘thorny’’ question that needs to be 
answered first, he thinks, is what political rights do 
Protestants there have? If Protestants have the right to be 
separate from Irish rule, then their rights have to be 
addressed, he said. 


“PUTTING EMPHASIS on the British presence 
diverts from the real question,’’ he said. If the British did 


pull out of Ireland, the country would not be united, he 
added, because the Protestants would probably try to 
remain separate. 


He does not approve of the current state of affairs in 
Ireland, admitting the six-county split of Northern 
Ireland was ‘‘a recipe for disaster.’’ 


Father Maguire is concerned with the’ abuse of 
authority that sometimes occurs in Northern Ireland, he 
said. He is ‘‘not indifferent’? to the excesses of the 
authorities there and is bothered by violence no matter 
who commits it. 


HE DISAGREES with many Irish-Americans, but is 
impressed with their ‘‘deep caring’’ for Ireland. Father 
Maguire wants to talk to them and to understand them, 
he added. 


“I can well understand people saying ‘Everything good 
has been tried. Nothing works but violence.’ But I would 
say violence doesn’t work and not everything has been 
tried.” 


Part of the problem is so many issues in Ireland are 
seen through emotions, which rarely change, he said. 
“‘When these emotions rule it makes it almost impossible 
to see the present situation as it is. It’s very sad, but that’s 
how it is.’’ 


HE THINKS if Irish-Americans could visit different 
groups in Ireland or hear opinions of people from them, 
their attitudes might change. He praises the efforts of the 
Irish Forum in San Francisco and Los Angeles. That 
group hosts speakers with a variety of impressions and 
opinions, he noted. 


Father Maguire hopes a peaceful, non-violent solution 
can be found in Ireland. ‘‘The people that God can use 
have to be committed to what is best for all of Ireland,’’ 
he said. He believes that Father Carlin and his followers 
have the right idea. They minister to everyone ‘‘on both 
sides of the divide.’’ 


National Guardsmen appeal for sentence reduction. 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) — Five former 
El Salvador National Guardsmen convicted of murdering 
four American Catholic churchwomen in 1980 have 
appealed for reduction of their 30-year sentences. 


The appeal, reported Sept. 25, is being considered by 
the judge of the Third Appeals Court in San Vicente, 37 
miles east of San Salvador. 


“IF THE court considers the appeal well-founded, the 
sentence could drop to, say 20 years,’’ court secretary 
Luis Zapata was quoted as saying. However, he’also said 
that the appeal failed to provide justification for reducing 
the former guardsmens’ terms. 


The five men were convicted of the murders May 24 
after a 20-hour trial in San Salvador. They were 
sentenced June 18. They also were convicted of 
destruction of property and robbery stemming from the 
murder case, but were not sentenced for those crimes. 
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Thirty years is the maximum sentence allowed under 
El Salvador law, according to a U-S. State Department 
official quoted after the sentencing. 


ON DEC. 2, 1980, Maryknoll Sisters Ita Ford and 
Maura Clarke, Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel and lay 
worker Jean Donovan were found shot to death along a 
country road 15 miles from the San Salvador airport. 
They were driving from the airport after Sister Kazel and 
Ms. Donovan had picked up the Maryknoll nuns, who 
had returned from a meeting of Religious in Nicaragua. 

Their killers were stationed at the airport. 

The churchwomen’s bodies were discovered buried in 
Shallow graves. Their burned-out van was found in 
another location. 

A U.S. government-commissioned investigation 
reinforced allegations that Salvadoran officials were 
involved in a cover-up of the murders, but concluded that 


‘the officials apparently did not order the killings. The 


report of that investigation said that Subsergeant Luis 
Antonio Colindres Aleman, one of the five convicted of 
the crimes and leader of the group, ‘‘confessed his 
involvement in the crime to ranking members of the 
National Guard within days of the murders.’’

I fumbled for words and finally 
responded: “‘I don’t find it boring, 
but why do you ask, Chris?” 

“Well, Philadelphia’s boring!”’ 
he shot back. 

Chris Young and W.C. Fields 
may have suffered the same 
malady, which I doubt was 
Philadelphia’s fault. Psychiatrist 
Edmund Bergler would call it 
“‘fun-deficiency.”’ 

We've all 
heard of 
vitamin defi- 
ciencies and 
iron defi- 
ciencies, but 
I’m sure not 
too many 
have heard 
of fun- 
deficiencies. 
Fun for Bergler is not “‘Animal 
House”’ revelry, but rather a per- 
sonalized feeling of well-being or 


_ Satisfaction produced by investing 


one’s emotional energy in 
someone or something outside 
ourselves. 

Or, to put it in simpler terms, 
fun is enjoying life. Fun-deficiency 
is then a lack of balance or defi- 
ciency in our experience of 
pleasure; and to cure it, one must 
remove the inner obstacles that 
stand in the way of feeling 
pleasure. — 

The choice of one’s specific 
brand of fun is highly individual © 
and can include such things as 
work, art, social involvement, 
hobbies, sports, reading mystery 
stories or watching movies. Peo- 


ple who are richly involved on 
many levels in their lives seem to 
enjoy life and are rarely bored. 

A friend named Barney once 
told me that he felt so weighted 
down by the humdrum of his job 
that it was draining all of his 
vitality. ““You know,”’ he said, “‘I 
think this situation is making -me 
boring. It’s all I think about and 
talk about. I’m sure everyone is 
getting sick of hearing about it.” 

Often, like Barney, we are con- 
fronted with oppressive life situa- 
tions which have no real solution. 


‘We can’t quit our jobs, move to 


another town or become a dif- 
ferent person overnight. Like an 
infection, the dissatisfaction 
spreads to all areas of our lives, 
shutting down our sources of 
pleasure. Then boredom sets in. 

The solution may lie in examin- 
ing the sources of stimulation and 
pleasure available to us. How can 
we up the fun-level in our lives? 
How can we strike a better 
balance? Maybe art classes, jogging 
or volunteering at the community 
soup kitchen could provide a way 
out. 


This whole process of striking a 
better balance and developing 
new sources of pleasure can be 
very important to us as Christian 
believers. For I would like to sug- 
gest that the bored person may 
well be a person out of touch 
with God.

Some months ago a friend nam- 
ed Sally told me that she found 
Sunday Mass boring. ‘‘Did it every 
occur to you,’’ I gingerly teased 
back, ‘“‘that maybe God finds you 
boring?”’

Could it be, Sally, that when you 
get to church you’ve already 
checked your imagination at the 
door, and nothing that could hap- 
pen during the Eucharist will touch 
your life? I’m not suggesting that 
your parish has the best music or 
the best preaching or the best 
celebrants for Sunday Mass. But it 
seems to me that if we go with an 
open mind and heart, prepared to 
enjoy the simple pleasures of Scrip- 
ture, the gifts of the Lord’s table, 
the beauty of God’s people 
gathered, the silent moments for 
talking with God, we can get the 
whole thing in better balance. 

God certainly can speak to us 
and touch us in the most humdrum 
Sunday assemblies, but if we’ve let

Fields went to his grave with a 
fun-deficiency. The rest of us still 
have time to take pleasure in the 
Lord, in one another and in the 
world he has made.

No one has a monopoly on 
boredom, as Benedictine Father 
Thomas Hillenbrand sees it. He is 
prior of Blue Cloud Abbey in Mar- 
vin, S.D: 

During a recent trip, Father 
Hillenbrand met a 17-year-old girl 
and was struck at once by the 
bored expression on her face. 
Though surrounded by comfort in 
her fine home, he explained, the 
girl’s attitude said: ‘‘Why. should I 
even get up? The world’s not 


« interesting.”’ 


Father Hillenbrand also found 
some ‘terribly bored’ people at 
Fort Totten Indian Reservation. 
in North Dakota where he was a 
pastor from 1978-1982. 

He explained during an inter- 
view that many Sioux Indians on 
the reservation found their lives 
challenging and worthwhile. 

But, he also met some, especial- 
ly unemployed teen-agers and 
young adults, who felt they ‘‘had 
no purpose in life.”’ 

Often the difference between 
the two groups, in the Benedic- 
tine’s view, could be traced at 
least partly to employment 
possibilities. The Sioux reservation 
is in an economically depressed 
area. without enough jobs for all 
available workers. 

Father Hillenbrand is convinced 
there is a direct relationship bet- 
ween satisfying work and finding 
meaning in life. If people can’t 
find work, he said, it’s easy for 
them to become bored with life.

But boredom isn’t a strictly 
modern phenomenon, the 
Benedictine observed. He recalled 
that the desert fathers also ‘‘had 
to fight boredom” in the third 
and fourth centuries. Beware ‘‘the 
noonday devil!’ was one of their - 


favorite expressions, he com- 
mented. In the heat of the noon 
sun, the monks ‘‘would want to 
snooze.”’ 

Nonetheless, he. added, ‘‘they 
always fought boredom with 
vigor.’’ Sometimes they would 
redouble their efforts at prayer. 
Often, however, a favorite an- 
tidote for the monks was to get 
busy working, Father Hillenbrand 
remarked. 

The Benedictine considers that 
advice pertinent today. He often 
advises bored youths ‘‘to look for 
a job.”’ And he tells them that any 
job — working at a factory or cut- 
ting grass — can be ‘‘meaningful if 
you approach it right.”’ 

He suggested that a person ap- 
proach a boring job creatively, 
perhaps by thinking: ““How do I 
relate to these people?’’ ‘‘Can I 
bring some cheer to the job?”’ 

Asked what he does if he is 
bored, Father Hillenbrand laughed 
and said he ‘“‘gets his mind in 
gear,”’ not letting it spin aimlessly. 
He finds that this works for him. 
“If I get interested in something, 
and really dig in and find a © 
challenge,’’ boredom disappears. 

But, he added, ‘‘I don’t find 
myself bored very often.”’ 

Some people consider monastic 
life very repetitive and quiet, 
Father Hillenbrand admitted. But 
not him. “‘I find it tremendously 


challenging,’” he said, because of 
“the whole search for God.” | 

He explained: ‘Each stage of 
my life, each day is different. So 
my concept of God will be dif- 
ferent too’’ day by day. 

- In his view, boredom is a ‘‘kind 
of dying, a closing down, which 
stifles growth’’ spiritually and 
otherwise. There is a sense in 
which bored individuals are 
“turned in on themselves,” not 
living as fully as they might, he 
suggested. 

He considers Christ's example - 
instructive. ‘‘Jesus wasn’t bored, 
he was alive,’’ Father Hillenbrand 
said. And Jesus showed us ‘how to 
combine prayer and service in a 
nicely balanced way. 

Following Christ is a “‘dynamic 
process,’ Father Hillenbrand said. 
For Christ constantly ‘‘is calling us 
to stay alive and grow by going 
out of ourselves to others.”’

Back in my college days I had a 
philosophy teacher who had a 
way of making us all sit up and 
pay attention. 

“You know what’s wrong with 
you people?” he asked one day. 


-“You’re all bored. You’ve got no 


purpose in life. You roar-around 
like you’re going somewhere. But 
deep down you're all bored stiff.”’ 
A master of public relations he 
wasn't. But he got to the heart of 
things. That day he made a con- 
nection I never forgot. People who 
see purpose in life, are not bored. 
Boredom is no small matter. 
Over the centuries, the church’s 
writers have considered it among 
the leading spiritual problems. To- 
day professional counselors often 
report that boredom brings many 
a person to seek their help. 
Several years ago I came across 
a man working as a lay mis- 
sionary, a volunteer catechist in 
rural America, He was about 60 


. years old and ailing. But his 


outlook was exceptionally 
positive, so upbeat that it com- 
manded attention. 

Intrigued, I asked how he had 
come into his work. He told me 
that in his younger years he had 
decided to become a real master 
in his profession, a branch of

What do you give to the person 
who has everything? What does 
such a person want? Chances are 
he cannot tell you. Not that he is 
completely satisfied. His life may 
even seem quite empty and he 
may be bored to tears. But why? 

A man like that entered Jesus’ 
life. He ‘“‘had many possessions”’ 
but he sensed he did not have the 
most valuable possession: 
assurance of eternal life. 

Not only was this man wealthy; 
he was good, too. When he asked 
Jesus what he must do to share in 
everlasting life, Jesus suggested 
that he keep the commandments. 
He was able to respond without 
hesitation: ‘‘Teacher, I have kept 
all these since my childhood.”’ 

He was so sincere that ‘‘Jesus 
looked at him with love’ (Mark 
10:20-21). 

He looked at him with keen 
discernment and realized what 
really was bothering him. So Jesus 
made another suggestion: ‘‘There 
is one thing you must do. Go and 
sell what you have and give to the 
poor; you will have treasure in 
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boredom comes calling

technology. Well-educated, hard- 
driving and apparently very 
bright, he moved ahead. 

And he succeeded. 

With single-minded attention 
this man moved to a position of 
leadership in his industry, and 
finally was chosen to direct his 
company. 

Then six months into his new. 
position, he realized that all they 
wanted him to do was to maintain 
the status quo. He went to work 
every day, but his goals were ac- 
complished, his victories won. 

He had a title. He had a big 
salary and recognition. But there 
was no more challenge and he 
was bored stiff. 

The man looked to the start of 
each day with dread and to its 
finish with relief. As he described 
it to me, he was a victim of his 
own success. 

He had accomplished everything 
he had set out to accomplish. The 
only thing he didn’t have was a 
purpose in life. 

At this point he sought help. A 
counselor’s questions made him 
start looking at the values he was 
living by. What he came up with 
proved very startling. 

“T professed to be a Christian,”’ 
he said, ‘‘but in reality I had 
become nothing more than a 
machine with a mind. My goal was 
the production of smaller and ‘more 


powerful electronic parts.’’ His job 
change brought this to the surface. 

This man was fortunate enough 
to recognize that his lack of real 
purpose was a spiritual problem. 
What he needed was not therapy, 
but a purpose that went beyond 
production charts. 

The pain of boredom goes 
much deeper than dull work and 
weary days. It goes to the very 
thread that ties life together into a 
meaningful whole. 

Some people, like this man, 
have to go through dramatic 
changes to find goals that actually 
measure up to life’s worth. Others 
need look no farther than the 
people with whom they share the 
same -house. 

Christian faith holds that or- 
dinary life can have extraordinary 
and eternal meaning. But now and 
then people lose sight of the ob- 
vious. Perhaps what is obvious is 
too close at hand. 

Then boredom may enter the 
scene. And boredom can serve a 
useful purpose: It can help us see 
that we just may need to 
rediscover the meaning and pur- 
pose that can be part of even the 
most ordinary of lives.

heaven. After that, come and 
follow me.” ; 

Mark tells us that ‘‘at these 
words the man’s face fell. He 
went away sad, for he had many 
possessions.” 

This often has been interpreted 
as a call to practice poverty. In a 
sense it is. But Jesus never 
demanded. that people impoverish 
themselves as a requirement for 
salvation. His answer went deeper 
than that. It is a recommendation 
to surrender to God’s care, aban- 
doning self-sufficiency. 

The man in this story, you see, 
was not only wealthy; he was 
smugly self-reliant. 

Just the way he put his question 
indicates that: ‘‘What must I ‘do’ 
to share in everlasting life?’’ He 
obviously felt there was nothing 
he could not ‘‘do.’’ After all, he 
had unlimited resources. All he 
wanted to know was how he 
could use them to satisfy his 
deepest desire. 

The answer from Jesus implied 
quite clearly that it wasn’t a ques- 
tion of the man’s ‘‘doing”’ 
anything. 

People do not earn happiness 
by their own efforts; they certain- 


ly cannot buy it, Jesus was trying 
to tell the man. Jesus meant that 
only God satisfies completely. 
Self-sufficiency needs to be given 
up. No possession, capability or 
talent ever brings the fulfillment 
for which people yearn. 

Long ago, the very gifted St. 
Augustine recognized the universal 
boredom, the nagging uneasiness 
that drives people to all lengths to 
find complete satisfaction, fulfill- 
ment, happiness. He believed that 
this striving is doomed to frustra- 
tion without God. “‘Our hearts are 
restless, and they will know no 
rest until they rest in you.” 

Augustine thought that until 
people find God, they always will 
be restless, unsatisfied, searching. 

Is this an automatic cure for 
boredom? I think that at least it 
makes boredom understandable; it 
might keep us from running up 
blind alleys in a futile effort to 
relieve boredom. 

A way to find real relief is pro- 
posed in Jesus’ final recommenda- 
tion to the rich man: ‘“‘Come and 
follow me.”’

Frustrated — but amused — is 
how one couple felt during a re- 
cent, long weekend at the ocean. 
One afternoon they decided to 
take a drive, spending a couple 
of hours away from the sun and 
the beach exploring the area 
with their children. 

As the family drove along, one 
child sulked. Suddenly she an- 
nounced: “‘This is the most bor- 
ing family on earth!”’ 

The surprised parents, who 
thought their children were 
thoroughly enjoying this 
weekend, turned and asked: 
“What is it we do that makes us 
so boring?’’ And the child 
responded without hesitation: 
“Other families don’t go for 
drives like this.” 

That little story illustrates 
boredom’s light side. After all, 
there is boredom — and then 
there is boredom. It is interesting 
to note that there is a type of 
boredom that spiritual writers 
take quite seriously. 

“The great paradox of our 
time is that many of us are busy 
and bored at the same time,”’ 
Father Henri J.M. Nouwen wrote 
in his book titled ‘‘Making All 
Things New’’ (Harper and Row). 
The writer added: ‘‘While runn- 
ing from one event to the next, 
we wonder in our innermost 
selves if anything is really hap- 
pening....In short, while our 
lives are full, we feel 
unfulfilled.”’

When ‘‘the Padres’’ was chosen almost 50 years ago 
as the name for San Diego’s minor league team in the 
Pacific Coast League, the men played downtown on 
Lane Field. However, the team must have felt more at 
home in 1968 when it moved into the Major Leagues 
and into San Diego Jack Murphy Stadium in Mission 
Valley near Friar’s Road. 


‘*Padres’’ was the winning entry in a city-wide 
contest held January, 1936. Bill Lane, who had just 
brought the team south from Hollywood, decided ‘‘the 
Hollywood Stars’’ needed a new name. 


EARL KELLER, a San Diego Tribune 
sportswriter, remembers meeting with city officials and 
newspaper staff members at the old San Diego Athletic 
Club to pick a name from the entries. 


The Padres was chosen, he said,. ‘‘because the 
Padres founded the missions on the coast.’’ The first 
mission founded by the Franciscan fathers is within 
shouting distance of the stadium. 


When the Padres won the. National - League 
Championship title Oct. 7 with a 6-3 win over the 
Chicago Cubs, the shouts of the near-capacity crowd 
reportedly could be heard as far away as Holy Family 
parish — more than five miles northwest of the 
stadium. 


THERE WAS no concern among those who chose 
“the Padres’’ that a religious name might meet 
resistance, Keller said. No objection to the name was 
voiced, he added. ‘‘Everybody always liked it.”’

Franciscan Father Michael Weishaar, director of the 
Mission San Luis Rey Retreat Center, likes the name, 
too. ‘‘I think everything in California should be named 
after the Padres.’’

Buffalo diocese hopes to save money and energy

BUFFALO, N.Y. (NC) — The Diocese of Buffalo has 
formed an engineering-energy conservation department 
to help parishes cut utility costs. 


The department, consisting of four retired engineers 
and a retired accountant, will work with the diocesan 
building commission. They were contacted by Bishop 
Edward Head of Buffalo after they helped St. John the 
Baptist Church in Kenmore, N.Y., cut its electric and gas 
bills in half. 


“‘SINCE 1973 the proportion of parish income that 
goes to utility costs has doubled,’’ said Emmet 
McMahon, chief engineering consultant. ‘‘Our goal is to 
reduce the cost of utilities for parishes.’’ 


At the request of the pastor, the team of experts will 
visit a parish, look over the buildings and make 
recommendations. The pastor can then decide whether to 
follow the suggestions and how. 


McMahon, a parishioner at St. John the Baptist and 
the principal scientist at Bell Aerospace before retirement, 
said corrective measures may cost money at first, but 
within two years the initial outlay would be paid back in 
energy savings. 


HE ADDED that St. John’s energy program was 
designed to pay for itself in two years, but actually took 
only six months. ‘‘The goal of the program was to reduce 
energy consumption with a minimum amount of 
money,”’ he said. 


That parish’s energy savings came from improving 
insulation, installing storm windows, improving lighting, 
cleaning radiators and conducting general maintenance 
on the heating system. 


Joining McMahon on the diocesan team are Norbert 
Kirchgessner of St. John’s, former director of energy 
- planning and supply at Hooker Chemical; Richard Batt 
of Nativity of the Blessed Virgin Mary Parish in -Harris

Non-ordained parish coordinator 
a first for Raleigh, N.C., diocese

RAEFORD, N.C. (NC) — Sister Dolores Glick 
became the Raleigh diocese’s first non-ordained parish 
coordinator when she was recently installed in St. 
Elizabeth of Hungary Parish, Raeford. 


A member of the Mission Helpers of the Sacred Heart 
for more than 30 years, Sister Glick will administer the 
rural parish of just more than 20 families. Father John 
Carcich of Good Shepherd Parish in Good Hope is 
responsible for their sacramental needs. 


BISHOP F. Joseph Gossman of Raleigh called Sister 
Glick a pioneer who would establish a model for other 
non-ordained Church leaders. 


The Baltimore-based Mission Helpers of the Sacred 
Heart commissioned a second nun, Sister Patricia 
McCulloch, to assist Sister Glick in her new assignment. 


Parishioners interviewed by the North Carolina 
Catholic, Raleigh diocesan newspaper, were enthused 
about being led by Sisters Glick and McCulloch. 


‘““WE WELCOME them as a whole parish,’’ said 
parish council chairman Ray Evans. ‘‘We felt lost before. 
Now they are here, and we feel like someone is paying 
attention to us.”’ 


Since the parish was founded in 1959, a resident pastor 
has been a rarity for St. Elizabeth. More often it has been 
a mission, served at various times by pastors of three 
other parishes. 


‘‘We are so excited.... Now we feel it’s time for us to 
move forward together as a parish family,’’ said parish 
council member Vickie Frahm Jones. Mrs. Jones said she 
was one of nine Frahm children who went from baptism 
through marriage at St. Elizabeth. 


THE AMERICAN Board of Catholic Missions gave a 
grant of $30,000 over three years to help Raeford’s 
Catholic community establish its new form of non- 
ordained leadership. 


Although Sister Glick is the first lay parish coordinator 
in the Raleigh Diocese, the planning that led up to her 
installation began more than two years ago. 


In early 1982 Bishop Gossman set up an ad hoc 
committee to develop guidelines for such lay parish 
leadership. ‘‘It is also a sincere effort to offer 
opportunities for lay women to exercise greater 
involvement,’’ he said. 


WHEN THE guidelines were completed and ready to 
be put into action, ‘‘the Raeford community was one of 
the first to respond,’’ said’Sacred Heart of Mary Sister. 
Anne Walsh, diocesan religious education director and 
coordinator of the lay leadership guidelines. 


Supreme issues: High court will hear four church-state cases this term |

‘““PROVIDING THE classes at the schools regularly 
attended by the children is entirely consistent with the 
Constitution which ‘affirmatively mandates 
accommodation. ..of all religions,’’’ said the USCC brief 
as part of its argument that the Grand Rapids program 
does not have the ‘‘primary effect’’ of advancing religion. 


“Grand Rapids vs. Ball, as the case is titled; involves a 
program in which publicly paid teachers gave secular 
courses in math, reading, art, music, physical education 
and arts and crafts to students attending non-public, 
church-related schools. A lower court upheld the 
program, but a federal appeals court declared it 
unconstitutional. 


The Supreme Court agreed last February to hear the 
case. 


THE DEBATE over voluntary prayer in public 
schools has contributed to interest in how the court will 
rule on Wallace vs. Jaffree. At issue is the constitutionality 
of an Alabama law. permitting a one-minute ‘“‘period of 
silence’ in public schools for ‘‘meditation or voluntary 
prayer.’’ A federal appeals. court declared the law 
unconstitutional, and the Supreme Court agreed last 
April to hear an appeal for reversal. 


Caldor vs. Thornton, involving the Connecticut law 
requiring employers to give employees a day off for 
Sabbath observance, was accepted by the Supreme Court 
earlier this year, and oral argument was scheduled for 
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Nov. 7. The Connecticut State Supreme Court said the 
law impermissibly elevated religious reasons above all 


other reasons for obtaining a weekend day off from work. 


In the meantime, if the high court decides to hear the 
latest nativity scene case, it could add another nuance to 
its Pawtucket decision last March. 

IN SCARSDALE, N.Y.., a private group is seeking use 
of a public park to’ set up a nativity scene. A federal 
appeals court ordered the village of Scarsdale to make the 
public land available for that use, and the village is 
appealing that ruling. 

Unlike the other church-state cases, which revolve- 
primarily around the question of establishment of 
religion, the Nebraska case which the court decided Oct. 
1 to hear is concerned primarily with the other half of the 
Constitution’s religion clause, free exercise of one’s 
beliefs. 

Frances Quaring of Gibbon, Neb., sought court relief 
from a state law requiring a photograph on all driver’s 
licenses. According to court records, she interprets strictly 
the biblical prohibition against “‘any graven image or any 
likeness,’’ to the point that she allows no photographs or 
pictures of anything in her home.

Though horses were available for the 
journey, Fray Junfpero Serra and a 
companion from Andalusia decided to 
walk to Mexico City.

whole chapters of nomenclature and 
practical Christian charity were to be 
learned all along the way. 


During the trek, Serra’s leg became 
swollen and he was plagued with a 
burning itch. He attributed the swelling 


to a mosquito bite, though it may have 
been inflicted by a chigger common to 
that area and other tropical regions. It 
was a wound that would plague him the 
rest of his life, at times causing extreme 
pain. 


THOUGH HE left no record of his 
first impressions of America as he trudged 
along El Camino Real, Serra certainly saw 
and experienced much that was new and 
different from Mallorca. : 


He passed lush vegetation and semi- 
arid plains; incipient as well as spent 
volcanoes; fierce-looking lava deposits; 
marshes and formidable river torrents; 
magnificent, towering mountains, people 
in ponchos and guaraches; primitive, 
lonely shacks and terrible roads. 


Socially he was in another world. 
Though it had the unmistakable Spanish 
impress upon it, it was primarily Indian 
territory. It was New Spain where nature 
took on magnitude. 


WITH NEW vision and high hopes, 
Fray Junipero Serra came hobbling

painfully into Mexico City, his new 
home. He arrived at the shrine of Our 
Lady of Guadalpe, the religious hearth of 
Mexico, on the evening of December 31 
and there he remained overnight with 
prayers of gratitude to the Blessed 
Mother. ; 


Serra arrived at San Fernando College 
on New Year’s Day. He had traveled 
from Bon Any in Mallorca to the hill of 
Tepeyac in Mexico. The chain of his 
travels linked two sacred hills dedicated to 
the Madonna he loved and revered. He 
was now 6,000 miles from home. 


San Fernando was one of the leading 
apostolic colleges in the New World. Its 


purpose was the formation of 
missionaries. It was an independent, 
specialized institution within the 


framework of the Franciscan order where 
friars were trained for the apostolate of 
the home missions and the uncoverted 
Indian field. 


HERE, IN A sense, it was journey’s 
end for Serra. In another sense, his road 
of life was just beginning. 


St. Louis Catholic couple’s son overcame many obstacles

ST. LOUIS — Most people are truly 
blessed if just one of their most earnest 
prayers is answered. We feel that we are 
doubly blessed since we were led to Dr. 
Henry Turkel and the National Academy 
for Child Development. Our son, Daniel, 
needed both a medical and neurological 
approach if he was to overcome many 
obstacles caused by his genetic disorder, 
Trisomy 21. 


Shortly after Daniel’s birth, we were 
told he had Down’s Syndrome and that 
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the very most we could do for him was to 
hope that at least someday he would be 
able to work in a Sheltered workshop. Our 
first days as new parents were spent 
listening to comments about the poor 
development we could expect of our boy. 
Never were the so-called ‘‘words of 
wisdom’’ from the medical staff very 
positive or hopeful. 


SINCE THIS was the only viewpoint 
we had, Daniel’s future looked very dim. 
My husband and I found all these 
predictions hard to swallow. How could 
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anyone know the total outlook for a two- 
day-old precious human being? 


‘It was as if the world was saying that 
neither Daniel nor his parents would play 
even a small part in his development. 


In June of 1980, when Daniel was eight 
months old, he was evaluated by Robert 
J. Doman,. Jr. Before this we were 
patterning him and doing other forms of 
stimulation, but he was not on a specific 
program for his needs. At this time, we 
also had an appointment with Dr. Turkel, 
a metabolic specialist and expert in 
treating genetic disorders such as Down’s 
Syndrome. 


NACD AGREED with our decision to 
help Daniel medically as well. In fact, had 
we not already looked into this possibility 
of treating Daniel, NACD would have 
recommended that we do so. 


We did not see Dr. Turkel until August 
of 1980, when Daniel was 10 months old. 
In the meantime, we diligently carried 
out Daniel’s NACD program. Following 
is a description of Daniel’s condition in 
June when he was first seen by Bob 
Doman: 


e Respiration — very shallow breaths _ 


with numerous respiratory infections. 
© Mobility — Daniel was crawling in 
a very poor fashion. His muscle tone was 
very poor. 
e Manual competence — 
limited use of hands. 


very 


© Visual competence — He had an 
alternating convergent strabismus. We 
were always worried about his cross- 
eyedness. 


e Tactility — very low. This was a 
function we really had not paid attention 
to, but during Doman’s evaluation we 
were made aware how important it was to 
feel properly and just how much Daniel’s 
development would improve normal 
tactility. 

e Language — He was ‘making 
some meaningful sounds, but the only 
word he spoke was da-da. 


e Auditory — He was not having 
problems in this function. We were 
concerned, however, about his recurring 
ear infections. 


After receiving Daniel’s program, we 
breathed a sigh of relief for now we were 
really going to help him improve. 


By the time we saw Dr. Turkel in 
August 1980, two months after Daniel 
started his intense NACD program, we 
were seeing small improvements in our 14 
pound son. 

DANIEL WAS 10 months old when 
Dr. Turkel say him. After looking at full 
body x-rays, Dr. Turkel told us that his 
bone age was only three months. 


We asked how Daniel got in his poor 
condition and what could be done to 
improve his condition. 


Dr. Turkel explained Daniel had an 
extra chromosome that was causing a 
blockage of nutrients. Since before he was 
born he was not getting proper nutrition. 
His organs of elimination were also 
underdeveloped because of this improper — 
nutrition. 


DR. TURKEL’S ‘‘U Series 
Treatment’’ was not a cure, but it could 
improve Daniel’s condition immensely. 
So, when we returned home, we began 
dispensing the ‘‘U’’ series daily at 
breakfast, lunch and dinner. 

Dr. Turkel was very much in favor of 
Daniel’s NACD program. He said it 
would help make Daniel stronger more 
quickly. 

There was a new sense of joy in our 
family. We knew we were running the 
right track for Daniel. 


SIX WEEKS after Daniel started the 
“‘U’’ series treatment, we decided to take 
pictures of him. After they were 
developed we compared them to pictures 
we had taken the day we arrived home 
from seeing Dr. Turkel. We had noticed 
Daniel was finally gaining some weight, 
but we were amazed at the changes in his 
face. He looked like a different child. 


Daniel remained on his tummy 
crawling until he was 19 months old. By 
this time he was able to get from one end 
of the house to the other crawling and he 
was a lot heavier. 


NO SOONER had he started walking 
(at two and a half) than a terrible illness 
attacked him and set him back. He 
wound up in intensive care for 12 days 
with a severe case of the croup virus. 

Daniel started taking the ‘“U”’ series 
treatment again two weeks after his 
illness. He could hardly sit up, but not 
much longer after this, he became his 
perky little self. ' 


Daniel has kept on climbing his 
development ladder. -He is still working 
very hard to be better physically, but now 
he is able to walk and jog two miles a day. 
He understands.everything we say to him 
and is beginning to comimunicate more 
verbally with us. 

HE IS reading very well and 
understands what he reads, can identify 
many pictures and numbers and follows 
directions very. well. 


We compare pictures of him and can’t 
get over his changes in appearance. Also, 
Daniel now attends nursery school two 
mornings a week and gets along very well 
with other children.

Al iniciarse con 1983 el proceso del III Encuentro 
Nacional Hispano, los millones de hermanos y hermanas 
encuestados en los Estados Unidos, denunciaron la 
urgencia de atender a estas prioridades: 

I. Evangelizacién 

II. Educacién 
III.Justicia social 

IV .Juventud 
V.Formacion de lideres 

Hoy veremos aqui algo sobre la justicia social, para 
colaborar con las parroquias que reflexionan y forman 
equipos permanentes de trabajo, continuadores del 
proceso de cambio exigido por estos temas. 


LA JUSTICIA social, por ignorancia, parece a 
muchos un tema inquietante de rebelidn y protesta. En 
realidad es una revelacién de Dios desde el principio del 
Viejo Testamento, a través de todos los profetas 
comenzando por Amés y Oseas, ocho siglos antes de la 
Redencidn, hasta el Bautista (Lc.3,10). 


Depués la predicé Cristo en las Bienaventuranzas, en 
su opcién por los pobres, en todos los momentos centrales 
de.su Evangelio. Y wultimamente la han ensefiado los 
Papas y Concilios desde la Rerum Novarum (Leon XIII), 
a través de Quadragesimo Anno (Pio XI), Pacem in 
Terris (Juan XXIII) Populorum Progressio (Paulo VI), 
Gaudium et Spes (Vat. II, 1965), Documento de 


. Medellin (1968), La Justicia en el Mundo, obispos de los 


Estados Unidos (1971), Conclusiones de Puebla (1981), 
Presencia Hispana, obispos de los Estados Unidos, no. 
12L (1983) y Juan Pablo II en Canadd, hablo este 
septiembre enérgicamente sobre ‘‘justicia social.’’ Asi 
pues, ésta ha sido siempre una ensefianza divina, de Dios 
y de su Iglesia. 


Igualdad en dignidad y derechos 


La justicia social nace de la igualdad universal. Dice la 
Biblia que todos los seres humanos sin excepcién, son 
creados por Dios a su ‘imagen y semejanza’’ (Gn.1,26) y 
cémo el Sefior ‘‘ordend que los bienes totales de la 
creacién estén al servicio de todos los humanos’’ 
(Gn.1,28;9,1;Slm.8,6). Después de la Redencidn, Cristo 
da a ‘‘todos los que crean en E] la potestad de ser hijos de 
Dios” (Jn.1,12;Ef.1,3ss). 

DE ESA semejanza y filiaciédn resultan la altisima 
dignidad humana natural y divina y todos los derechos 
sagrados escritos en esa naturaleza dignisima como 


irrenunciables, de los cuales hace enumeracién y estudio 
Juan XXIII en Pacem in Terris, 11 al 27. 


¢Qué es pues la justicia? - 


Légicamente, si todos tienen la misma dignidad e 
idénticos derechos, a cada tino hay que darle y respetarle 
todo eso que le pertenece; y en esto consiste la equidad, la 
justeza, el equilibrio, la justicia. Por ello que ésta se define 
como ‘“‘el entregar a cada cual y a todos lo que les 
corresponde”’ (‘‘suum unicuique reddere,’’ Sto. Tomas, 
Smm.Th.) Cuando tal entrega se refiere no sélo al 
individuo sino a la sociedad, se trata de justicia social. 


Pero vivimos en la injusticia. 


Nos agitamos en un mundo saturado de desigualdades, 
desequilibrios conscientes, discriminaciones, 
desnivelaciones sociales tremendas, injusticia tan grande 
que ha llegado a “‘institucionalizarse’’ (Puebla 509). Asi, 
la mayor parte de los humanos se debaten en condiciones 
que hacen ilusorio el legitimo deseo de dignidad y 
progreso (Cfr.Popul.Progr. 6). 


LA ECONOMIA moderna empeora de continuo las 
terribles desigualdades injustas: ‘‘mientras pocos se hacen 
cada vez mas ricos, la innumerable mayoria de los pobres 
se hacen cada vez mds numerosos y mas pobres’’ 
(Cfr.Pop.Prg. 8;Puebl. 30). Se multiplican’ las 
multinacionales, pluribillonarias que promueven la 
opresién y dependencia esclavizante de continentes 
enteros del Tercer Mundo, en todos los niveles 
(economia, tecnologia, politica, etc.). (Cfr.Puebl. 27-62)

NEW YORK (NC) — One of the 
celebrated conclusions of the 1970 
Presidential Commission on Obscenity 
and Pornography was that pornography 
had no discernible effect upon behavior. 


That discredited body also concluded 
that pornography was not a very big 
industry in the United States and that 
there was no evidence of the involvement 
of organized crime. 


THE PASSAGE of time and the force 
of events have made these latter two 
points untenable for anybody who has 
eyes to see and ears to hear. 


However, the first conclusion — that 
pornography does not provoke anti-social 
behavior — is a redoubt that most 
opponents of anti-pornography legislation 
still cling to tenaciously, long after 
they’ve had to abandon the other two in 
the face of massive evidence to the 
contrary. 


And while doing so, of course, they 
continue to push in some form or other 
the recommendations of the commission: 
no new laws against pornography and no 
enforcement of the ones already on the 
books, conclusions that led to the nadir of 
state and federal activity in this area 
throughout the early ’70s despite the 
overwhelming rejection by Congress of 
the commission’s report. 


ALL SORTS of research has been 
done and there are many arguments pro 
and con on the alleged influence of 
pornography on behavior. Personally, I 
have a deep-seated distrust of the 
conclusions of behavioral studies of 
whatever ilk, and I suppose I’ll continue 
to maintain it until they come out with a 
study which concludes that the conclusion 
of behavior studies should be made 
eligible for science fiction awards. 


Pilgrimages Fes 


For the vagaries of the human intellect 
and the human will being what they are, I 
don’t see how any such study can come 
even close to setting up an approximation 
of the real order in which saints and 
sinners work out their destinies. 


So leaving the social scientists to their 
parameters and their paraphernalia, let 
me give you a particular example in all of 
its terrifying specificity. I’m not going to 
prove anything to you, but if reading 
about it doesn’t leave you at least a bit 
shaken, then you’re made of sterner stuff 


‘than I. 


I HEARD this story related by Dr. 
Elizabeth Holland, a pediatrician from 
Memphis, who addressed a Protestant- 
sponsored conference on pornography 


held in Cincinnati in September. 


Dr. Holland treats children who are the 
victims of sexual abuse. Quite often, she 
told us, pornography figures prominently 
in these cases. 


She gave many examples, all of them 
quite shocking. The one I will relate here 
was not the worst by any means, but it is 
probably the most frightening because the 
setting was so ordinary, with no sex- 
crazed, perverse parents or older relative 
involved as was the case throughout most 
of the sad litany. What happened here 
could have happened to any of us. 


A 14-YEAR-OLD boy had become 
addicted to pornography magazines 
which he kept hidden in his room. The 
boy had two sisters, 10 and eight, and a 
brother who was six. Two or three nights 
a week, after reading these magazines, he 
went into the bedrooms of his younger 
siblings and assaulted them each in turn. 


The most chilling aspect of this horror 
story is that when finally detected, the boy 
had been carrying on in this savage 
manner for four years — beginning, in
